The examiner 
understands applicant's position and interpretation of the prior art. However, it is still the examiner's position that the prior art teach the 
claimed limitations. For example, on page 2 of the response, Applicant made two references to the Liu patent (col. 1 , line 63 to col. 2, lin 
2 and col. 4, lines 3-9). In both of these references as reproduced by Applicant, production of a map and a map database are obtained or 
reproduced by combining information from individual clients. In the other portion of Liu, as reproduced by Applicant, navigation or street 
map and coverage map stored in the storage device are used. It is clear that Liu patent covers the navigation services of the claimed 
invention. . 
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
